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Infectious  Diseases. — Six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  six  of 
diphtheria  were  notified.  All  were  treated  in  hospital  and  for 
the  second  year  in  succession  no  deaths  occurred  from  either  of 
these  diseases. 

Neither  were  there  any  deaths  from  typhoid,  small-pox, 
measles,  whooping-cough,  ceiebro-spinal  fever,  acute  poliomye- 
litis (infantile  paralysis)  or  puerperal  fever. 

In  view  of  an  epidemic  of  typhoid  in  the  south  of  England 
which  was  caused  by  infection  of  a water  supply  by  a workman 
who  was  later  found  to  be  a typhoid  carrier,  I have  had  cards 
printed  and  distributed  to  contractors  and  others  calling  their 
attention  to  the  precautions  necessary  in  this  connection. 


Free  immunization  against  diphtheria  has  been  commenced 
as  from  January,  1939. 


Aleasles. — No  deaths  have  been  due  to  measles.  The 
Measles  Visitors,  past  a. id  present,  have  apparently  succeeded  in 
getting  parents  to  consider  the  disease  more  seriously,  and  only 
14  deaths  have  resulted  from  measles  in  the  last  25  years. 
Hospital  treatment  for  measles,  except  in  very  rare  instances, 
is  not  used  in  this  district,  and  is  obviously  not  required. 

Whooping  Cough. — No  serious  epidemic — one  death  in  the 
last  10  years  compared  with  16  in  the  previous  10  years. 


Cancer. — The  Manchester  Hospitals  provide  the  most 
modern  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease. 

Puerperal  Fever. — None. 

Diphtheria. — Diphtheria  anti-toxin  in  8,000  units  phials  is  avail- 
able, day  and  night,  for  practitioners  who  require  it  Supplies 
are  kept  at  the  Altrincham  Office  (24  Station  Buildings),  at  the 
residence  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  that  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  ( Tel.  \'o  : Kingway,  3076).  In  the  case  of 
Doctors  in  the  more  remote  parts  of  the  District  the  Council 
continue  to  pay  their  chemists  bills  for  anti-toxin. 

General  Hospital  Accommodation. — With  the  general 
and  special  hospitals  of  Manchester,  the  Altrincham  General 
Hospital  and  other  smaller  ones,  the  district  is  ad“quatel3' 
supplied. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. — These  are  adequate  Ambulances 
are  not  owned  by  the  Council,  but  the  Council  pays  when  the 
sick  or  injured  persons  are  unable  to. 


Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. — This  is  adequate 
and  unchanged.  The  Board  through  which  the  arrangements 
are  made  has  been  extended  as  regards  area  and  continued  under 
the  title  of  the  North  Cheshire  Joint  Hospital  Board. 


Laboratory  Work. — Diphtheria  and  typhoid  specimens  are 
as  before  examined  at  the  Manchester  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory. Since  January  ist,  1935,  diphtheria  swabs  have  been  first 
examined  by  the  microscopical  method,  the  cultural  method 
being  also  used  where  the  result  is  negative  microscopically. 


Pneumonia. — Sputum  from  cases  of  lobar  pneumonia  and 
broncho-pneumonia  (not  due  to  measles,  whooping-cough  or 
the  like)  may  be  sent  by  practitioners  to  be  “typed”  by  Dr. 
Jenkins  at  the  Royal  Hospital,  Salford.  In  cases  where  it  is 
found  the  disease  is  due  to  the  Type  1.  pneumococcus,  serum 
for  intravenous  injection  may  be  obtained  free  from  the  same 
address  as  mentioned  under  ‘‘Diphtheria’’  for  the  supply  of 
diphtheria  anti-toxin. 


The  County  Council  Laboratory  continues  to  examine 
sputum  for  tubercle  bacilli.  In  1938,  ten  positive  and  twenty-one 
negative  specimens  were  reported  on. 


Infantile  Mortality. — Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work 
remains  under  the  County  Council.  There  were  136  births  and 
7 deaths.

PART  III 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  Supply. — The  water  supply  scheme  to  the  Parishes 
of  Agden,  Aston-by-Budworth,  Bollington,  High  Legh,  Milling- 
ton, Tabley  Inferior,  Tabley  Superior  (part),  and  Mere  (part)  and 
the  construction  of  the  Water  l ower  in  connection  therewith  and 
also  the  main  extensions  in  the  Parish  of  Warburton  were 
completed  during  the  year.  With  the  exception  of  the  Parish 
of  Tatton  which  generally  speaking  consists  of  Tatton  Hall  and 
Tatton  Park  and  the  Parish  of  Rostherne  adjoining  the  Council 
have  now  completed  their  schemes  for  the  provision  of  a piped 
water  supply  to  the  whole  of  their  district.  Prior  to  the  Council 
commencing  operations  for  the  supply  of  water  to  their  area  in 
general,  statutory  authorities  who  had  the  right  of  supply  in 
certain  Parishes  had  only  laid  some  21  miles  of  main  in  areas 
where  the  return  justified  the  expenditure  An  additional  98 
miles  of  main  have  since  been  laid.  Of  this  length  the  Council 
have  laid  70  miles  within  their  owm  area  of  supply  and  outside 
statutory  authorities  have  laid  28  miles  towards  which  the 
Council  have  made  contributions  to  permit  of  the  supply  being 
afforded. 


Water  Analysis. — Eight  samples  of  water  have  been 
submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for  Analysis  during  the  year 
from  the  following  parishes  : —

Town  Planning. — The  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was 
held  during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  North  Cheshire 
Town  Planning  Draft  Scheme  and  the  observations  of  the 
Minister  are  awaited. 

The  Draft  Scheme  of  the  Mid-Cheshire  (Area  No.  3)  Joint 
Town  Planning  Committee,  in  which  the  remaining  parishes  of 
the  district  are  included,  is  expected  to  be  adopted  during  the 
coming  year. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. — These  are  adequate  Ambulances 
are  not  owned  by  the  Council,  but  the  Council  pays  when  the 
sick  or  injured  persons  are  unable  to. 


Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. — This  is  adequate 
and  unchanged,  The  Board  through  which  the  arrangements 
are  made  has  been  extended  as  regards  area  and  continued  under 
the  title  of  the  North  Cheshire  Joint  Hospital  Board. 


Laboratory  Work. — Diphtheria  and  typhoid  specimens  are 
as  before  examined  at  the  Manchester  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory. Since  January  ist,  1935,  diphtheria  swabs  have  been  first 
examined  by  the  microscopical  method,  the  cultural  method 
being  also  used  where  the  result  is  negative  microscopically. 


Pneumonia. — Sputum  from  cases  of  lobar  pneumonia  and 
broncho-pneumonia  (not  due  to  measles,  whooping-cough  or 
the  like)  may  be  sent  by  practitioners  to  be  “typed”  by  Dr. 
Jenkins  at  the  Royal  Hospital,  Salford  In  cases  where  it  is 
found  the  disease  is  due  to  the  Type  I.  pneumococcus,  serum 
for  intravenous  injection  may  be  obtained  free  from  the  same 
address  as  mentioned  under  ‘‘Diphtheria”  for  the  supply  of 
diphtheria  anti-toxin. 


The  County  Council  Laboratory  continues  to  examine 
sputum  for  tubercle  bacilli.  In  193H,  ten  positive  and  twenty-one 
negative  specimens  were  reported  on. 


Infantile  Mortality. — Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work 
remains  under  the  County  Council.  There  were  136  births  and 
7 deaths.

Water  Supply. — I he  water  supply  scheme  to  the  Parishes 
of  Agden,  Astoii-by-Budworth,  Bollington,  High  Legh,  Milling- 
ton, Tabley  Inferior,  Tabley  Superior  (part),  and  Mere  (part)  and 
the  construction  of  the  Water  T ower  in  connection  therewith  and 
also  the  main  extensions  in  the  Parish  of  Warburton  were 
completed  during  the  year.  With  the  exception  of  the  Parish 
of  Tatton  which  generally  speaking  consists  of  Tatton  Hall  and 
Tatton  Park  and  the  Parish  of  Rostherne  adjoining  the  Council 
have  now  completed  their  schemes  for  the  provision  of  a piped 
water  supply  to  the  whole  of  their  district.  Prior  to  the  Council 
commencing  operations  for  the  supply  of  water  to  their  area  in 
general,  statutory  authorities  who  had  the  right  of  supply  in 
certain  Parishes  had  only  laid  some  21  miles  of  main  in  areas 
where  the  return  justified  the  expenditure  An  additional  g8 
miles  of  main  have  since  been  laid.  Of  this  length  the  Council 
have  laid  70  miles  within  their  own  area  of  supply  and  outside 
statutory  authorities  have  laid  28  miles  towards  which  the 
Council  have  made  contributions  to  permit  of  the  supply  being 
afforded.

Smoke  Abatement. — No  complaints  were  received  of  the 
chimneys  in  the  area  during  the  year. 


Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by 
Bye-Laws  or  Regulations. — No  complaints  were  received 
about  the  Paint  Works  at  Partington  and  no  nuisance  was 
noticed  from  them  on  visiting  the  parish  There  are  no  byelaws 
in  force  in  the  district  as  to  tents,  vans,  sheds,  etc.  There  are 
no  underground  sleeping  rooms  in  the  district. 
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Shops  and  Offices. — No  action  has  been  found  necessary 
during  the  year. 


Camping  Sites. — Six  camping  sites  were  in  use  in  the  area 
during  the  summer  months  and  6 Licences  were  issued  under 
Section  269  of  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  Licences  were  for 
land  to  accommodate  a maximum  of  239  tents. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. — There  is  one  privately 
owned  Bathing  Pool  in  the  area  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to 
keep  the  water  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Regular  inspections 
have  been  made  during  the  season. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. — No  action  has  been  necessary. 


Other  Sanitary  Conditions  Requiring  Notice. — There 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  important  matters  of  sanitary 
environment  which  have  required  special  attention. 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  Refuse.  — This  work 
has  been  carried  out  regularly  in  the  parishes  of  Dunham 
Massey,  Mobberley,  Partington,  Ashley,  Ringway,  Carrington, 
Warburton,  Tabley,  Mere,  Millington,  Toft,  Bollington,  Peover, 
Ollerton,  Plumley,  High  Legh,  Pickmere  and  Agden. 

(a)  Dry  Refuse  is  collected  into  covered  lorries  and  tipped 
straight  from  the  dustbin  into  the  lorry.  Where  the  refuse 
is  in  dry  ashpits  it  is  loaded  straight  into  the  lorry  or  put 
into  collecting  tins  and  then  transferred  to  the  lorry. 

(b)  Refuse  from  earth  closets  and  privies  is  loaded  direct  into 
collecting  tins  and  these  tins  are  then  put  into  the  lorries. 

No  refuse  is  deposited  on  the  ground  or  in  passages  in  any 
case. 


(c)  Dry  refuse  is  deposited  in  tips  w'hich  are  properly  covered 
as  the  work  proceeds. 

(d)  House  refuse  from  earth  closets  and  privies  is  disposed  of 
to  farmers. 

(e  and  f)  The  Council  has  not  undertaken  the  cleansing  of 
cesspools. 
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The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  two 
Bedford  Lorries,  one  being  a 3-ton  vehicle  and  the  other  a 
30-cwt,  vehicle.  The  larger  vehicle  continues  to  give  satis- 
faction but  it  is  hoped  that  the  smaller  will  be  replaced  at  an 
early  date. 


The  following  tables  show  the  work  done  during  the  year 
ended  December  31st,  1938,  also  the  total  work  done  during
